In conformity with the law defining the duties of the Secretary 
of State, I have the honor to present herewith my first biennial 
report, as required by law, also a statement of all fees received 
by me and paid to the State Treasurer from January 15, 1889, 
the date on which I assumed the duties of my ofHce,*to October 
1, 1890, the close of the fiscal year, together with such other 
matters as are required of me by law. 

The fees received by this department for the period above 
stated and paid into the State treasury have been more than

I have also received the sum of six hundred and thirty dol- 
lars for rent on the dwelling house owned by the State, and have 
paid the same to the State Treasurer. 



PRINTING. 

The last General Assembly appropriated thirty thousand dol- 
lars to meet the expenses of two years' public printing, of which 
amount about $ a 0,000 was paid for printing Agricultural and 
Fat Stock Show Reports of 1886 and 1887, Reports of the 
Board of Health of 1886, House and Senate Journal's of 1887, 
and other work which should have been printed during the ad- 
ministration of my predecessor, but he was unable to have the 
work done for the reason that about fourteen thousand dollars 
of the amount appropriated by the Thirty-fifth General Assem- 
bly was in litigation between the Commissioners of State Con- 
tracts and the contractor for printing, which amount could not 



be used, and lapsed into the treasury on October 1, 1889. There 
remains on hand of the last appropriation the sum of $7,082.38, 
which amount will not be sufficient to meet the expenses for the 
public printing before the next regular appropriation becomes 
available. 

BINDING. 

There has been a great increase in the amount of binding 
done during the last two years, a considerable portion of which 
increase was the binding of the House and Senate journals of 
the 35th General Assembly and the reports made thereto, the 
Agricultural Reports of 1886 and 1887, the Fat Stock Show 
Reports of same years, Report of the Board of Health of 1886, 
and other work which had not been bound. There remains on 
hand at this date the sum of $4,566.07, which will not be suffi- 
cient to pay for all the binding until July 1, 1891, when the 
regular biennial appropriation will become available. 

PRINTING PAPER AND STATIONERY. 

The itemized account in the succeeding pages shbws the 
amount of paper and stationery bought, and for what purpose. 
The contract of 1888 was for 3,500 reams of printing paper, 
but considerably more than that was used on account of the 
great amount of printing done. The usual appropriation of 
$15,000 per annum will be necessary to meet the expenses for 
this purpose. 

HEATING. 

* The usual appropriation of $15,000 per annum was granted 
by the last General Assembly, of which there is now on hand the 
sum of $14,506.61, which sum, 1 think, will be sufficient to meet 
the expenses of the department until the next regular appropria- 
tion can be used. There are three elevators in the building and 
a high pressure of steam is required to be kept up through the 
whole year so that they can be used. During the session of the 
legislature, six engines are connected with the ventilation of the 
building, which requires a high pressure to be maintained at the 
boiler-house in order to run the engines. During the last year 
an electric light plant has been put in, requiring a high pressure 
of steam to be maintained all the year 'round.

The contractor for this work was Phillips Bros. The cost of 
the work under this contract was $4,699.08, for which a settle- 
ment in full has been made. 

Second Class. — The printing (in book or pamphlet form) of 
reports, communications, and other documents, and of the vol- 
umes of reports. 

The contractor for this class of work was The Springfield 
Printing Company, on which contract there has been work done 
to the amount of $21,889.51. There has been paid on this con- 
tract the sum of $18,956.44, leaving a balance of about $2,- 
933.57 due, for which no final settlement has yet been made. 

Third Class.— Printing of the journals of the Senate and House 
of Representatives. 

The contractor for this class of work was Phillips Bros., who 
assigned their contract to The Springfield Printing Company. 

The cost of the work performed under this contract was $6,- 
143.56, for which a full settlement has been made. 

Fourth CIslss. — Printing of the volumes of the laws, with the 
joint resolutions, which shall be in said volume. 

The contractor for this class was Geo. E. Bardeen, who 
* assigned his contract to H. W. Rokker. 

The cost of the work done in this class is estimated at 
$688.54. 



Fifth Class.— Printing, stitching, ruling, lining, indexing, and 
binding of election registers. 

The contractor for this class of work was The Springfield 
Printing Company. , 

The cost of the work under this contract was $420. 

Sixth dajss.— All printing not included in first, second, third, 
fourth and fifth classes.

The samples of each kind of paper were properly 
labeled, and each article of stationery also labeled to correspond 
with the list published, in order that bidders should have all the 
facilities and information necessary in making their bids, and to 
secure exact justice between the State and the successful bidders. 
In accepting or rejecting goods offered for delivery, on contract, 
the samples are on file in this office, and goods furnished on 
contract must conform thereto.

The appropriations made by the last General Assembly for 
repairs and improvements upon the State House and grounds, 
are as follows: 

The sum of $1,200 was appropriated for the purpose of put- 
ting in eight iron columns to support the floor of the Public 
Library, but I found that the amount was not sufficient to do 
the work in a good and substantial manner. 

As the weight of the iron columns was about 33,600 pounds, 
it was necessary to build heavy stone foundations in the sub- 
basement in order to secure a good and permanent foundation. 

I let the contract to Messrs. A. L. Ide & Son, for the sum of 
$1,725, the additional cost of $525 I am permitted to pay out 
of the appropriation for painting, or any other item for repairs 
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and improvement upon the State House in which there is an 
excess, as authorized by the act making this and other appro- 
priations for the repairs and improvements upon the State 
House. As the work was of such importance, I employed Messrs. 
Bullard & Bullard, architects, to draw plans and superintend 
the work which will be of the most substantial character when 
completed. 

The appropriation of $150 for 150 yards of carpet for library- 
rooms, was all expended. 

The last General Assembly appropriated the sum of $1,342.20 
for the purpose of putting in gutters inside the coping of State 
House grounds. I let the contract to E. L. Martin, of Decatur, 
for putting in gutters and for grading and sodding terrace to 
same, for which I paid him the sum of $1,076.60. The gutter- 
ing is of manufactured stone made with the best Portland 
cement. I was obliged to put in three large and three small 
catch basins to hold the water running from the gutters and to 
carry it off to the city sewer, with which two connections were 
made with 18 inch sewer pipe, the cost of these basins, new 
curbing, iron work, extra labor, etc., amounted to $250.53, 
leaving a balance on hand of $15.07. 

Of the appropriation of $100 for terrace on south side grounds 
there is a balance of $10 remaining. 

The last General Assembly appropriated $6,600 for putting 
down stone walk from east front capitol building to Second 
street. I received a number of bids for this contract, which I 
let to the Culver Marble and Stone Company, for the amount 
of the appropriation, it being the best bidder. The walks are 
each 20 feet in width, with terrace 30x72 feet, all of good stone 
6 inches in thickness, with steps thereto, also steps 72 feet wide 
at Second street entrance, with a cross walk of ten feet in width 
inside. All the walks are laid on a thick bed of cinders and 
sand in a good and substantial manner. 

There was appropriated by the last General Assembly the sum 
of $387,60 for the purpose of building a stone walk from the 
west front of the State House to Spring street. I have let the 
contract for the walk to be 10 feet in width, stone to be 6 
inches in thickness, and the work is now being done and will 
be completed in a short time. 

Of the appropriation of $400 for trees, I have expended 
$143.04, leaving a balance of $256.96 unexpended. 

There was appropriated by the last General Assembly the sum 
of $600 for hydrants, etc. I put in eight hydrants, or street 
washers, and 1,510 feet of pipe, purchased 200 feet of hose, 
couplings, hose carts, etc., for the sum of $516.15, leaving a 
balance of $83.85 of said appropriation. 
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The appropriation: of $375, for hauling dirt and grading 
grounds was all expended. Nearly all of it was used on the 
east side of the grounds in hauling out broken stone, brick, 
cinders, etc., and replacing it with soil, and sodding same. 

The last General Assembly appropriated the sum of $4,000, for 

fainting and repairing the outside wood-work of the State House, 
received several estimates of the cost of this work, and the 
lowest being much more than I thought the work could be done 
for, I purchased the best materials, engaged an experienced man 
as superintendent, and employed painters to do the work, put 
on two good coats of paint, reputtied glass in windows, oiled 
and varnished all outside doors, built scaffolding and ladders, 

{>urchased brushes and all materials, for the sum of $1,108.78, 
eaving a balance of $2,891.22 of said appropriation. 

The last General Assembly appropriated $4,000 for the pur- 
pose of purchasing dynamos and other machinery and appli- 
ances for lighting the State House. 

I let the contract for putting in two 25-light dynamos, one 
50-horse power engine and other appliances, for the sum of 
$3,178; for putting in concrete floor in dynamo room, wains- 
cotting, purchase of carbons and other materials, there has 
been expended the sum of $363.84, leaving a balance of $458.16 
on hand. 

APPROPRIATION FOR VAULTS, ETC. 

There remained on hand at last report of my predecessor, the 
sum of $925.87 for fitting up vaults, etc., and the last General 
Assembly appropriated the sum of $1,250 additional for the 
purpose of finishing the fitting up of the vaults of this office 
with fire proof iron boxes, book racks, etc., which work was let 
to the Fenton Metallic Manufacturing Company, who put in 995 
file boxes, 30 cupboards and 27 corner shelves, all of iron, in a 
very good and satisfactory manner, for the sum of $1,972.25. 
I paid out $12 in addition to the above for the purpose of 
carpeting the vault floor, leaving a balance on hand of 
$191.62. 



THE INDEX DEPARTMENT AND DOCUMENT LIBRARY. 

In his final report my predecessor, in speaking of this depart- 
ment, used the following language: 

"I am not disposed to exaggerate the value and importance of the index 
department, and, as I shall soon retire from this office after an eight years' 
incumbency, I cannot be charged with any selfish motive in speaking of 
its usefulness. The Secretary of State is the legal custodian of the more 
important archives of the State Government. He is under heavy bonds 
for the safe keeping of the files and records in his charge. 

"In the nature of things the Secretary of State cannot give his personal 
attention to the safety and security of the files and records of his office, 
the value of which cannot be measured in money. The whole time and 
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attention of his chief clerk is taken up with other duties. He must then » 
rest his responsibility and quiet his concern as to the absolute safety of 
these papers somewhere. He must feel assured that they are not exposed 
to mutilation, defacement, loss or destruction at any time. The fact is, 
and it connot well be otherwise, that while the Secretary of State is the 
legal, the index department is the actual custodian of the original papers, 
records and documents of his office, and by the consolidation of the State 
document library with it, it also becomes custodian of the printed documents 
as well. Nor does the responsibility end with their safe keeping and pre- 
servation. 

"The papers in this office are continually being referred to and con- 
stantly added to. They require constant watching and careful handling 
to prevent misplacement and confusion. They must be placed in the 
special charge of some one whose particular business it is to see that they 
are carefully handled and returned to their proper place among the flies. 

"The index department was created and exists, among other things, for 
this purpose. The department is now performing its office in an excellent 
manner. No better use can be made of public money, to the amount rea- 
sonably necessary, than in properly caring for and preserving the archives 
of the State department." 

After an experience of two years in office I can give the above 
my hearty endorsement. What the counting house is to the 
mercantile, manufacturing or commercial establishment the index 
department is to the executive department of the State govern- 
ernment. It is not only a valuable adjunct but a necessary fac- 
tor in the transaction of the public business, and in the con- 
servation of the political history of the State it is indispensa- 
ble. There is nothing ornamental about it. 

Appropriations were made in 1887 and again in 1889, for 
furnishing the two fire-proof vaults connected with this office. 
These appropriations, that of 1889 under my direction, have been 
expended for the purpose intended and both vaults are now fur- 
nished with metallic cases and chests equal to the best in use. 
Much of the time of the clerks in the index department, when 
not employed in the current work of the office, has been em- 
ployed in rearranging the files and record books necessary in 
making a change from the old to the new furniture, and that 
work is still in progress. The correspondence in the Governor's 
office from 1869 to 1889, made during the administrations of 
Governors Palmer, Beveridge, Cullom, Hamilton and Oglesby, 
have been chronologically arranged and filed away. A portion 
only of the legislative files, similarly arranged, have been com- 
pleted and filed, and the same is true of those files in the Sec- 
retary of State's office, which are kept in what is known as the 
" lower vault." In order to relieve the overcrowded condition 
of the vaults, a large mass of less important papers were re- 
moved from the vaults and safely, and reasonably convenient 
of access, filed away in one of the basement rooms which was 
specially fitted up for that purpose by using the old furniture 
which had been in the vaults. Thus relieved, I estimate that 
the vaults will furnish space for the files and records for the 
next fifty years. 

I can assure the General Assembly that the appropriation 
made two years ago for the work in the index department, has 
been applied in a manner that will benefit the public service for 
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all time. An appropriation should be made for the care and 
cataloguing of the State document library. This library may 
well be the pride of the State. 

A few only of the printed documents of the State are missing 
from the shelves of the library, and it is not only possible but 
probable that these will yet be recovered and the sets com- 
pleted. A complete catalogue of the books should be made and 
it is to be hoped that the Legislature will provide the necessary 
means for this purpose. 

Please find hereto appended, and made part of this report, 
itemized statements of appropriations disbursed under my 
direction, and for which I am officially responsible.
